The plan proposed for selecting del- 


egates to political conventions is en- 
tirely new, and if enacted early in the 
session might*be made to apply to the 
presidential nominations next year, 
and would affect all parties. The pro- 
posed presidential primaries would in- 
clude the selection of delegates-at- 
large as well as district delegates, and 
also the nomination of candidates for 
presidential 
elector. 
The 
delegate 


ballot is to contain the names of the 
candidates for president and vice pres- 
ident whom the voter prefers. 


No matter what may be proposed 


for a primary election law, it is likely 
to be picked to pieces before it gets 
through the legislative mill, where the 
Bronson bill was actually ground into 
dust at the session last year.

C. D. Crites of Lima, who was a lieu- 
tenant of Senator Brice and was chair- 
man of the state Democratic commit- 
tee in 1891 and 1592. Recent mention 
that Walter B. Richie of Lima will be 
a candidate next year for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor makes 
the Crites expository statement dou- 
bly interesting. 


According to the interview vain ef- 


forts were made by his friends to have

1905,

said: 
"Richie could not only have 


been nominated, but elected by a vast- 
ly larjrer plurality than Pattison was. 
Richie, however, didn't believe that 
any Democrat nominated could be 
elected. He could have gone to the 
state convention with the solid north- 
west back of him and could have held 
the koy to the situation. Richie's be- 
lief that it would be impossible

Barney Layton. I do not blam^ Richie 
for not raring for the governorship. 
He is comfortably situated financially 
and recalls the fact that Hoadly left 
the governorship a loser, that Foraker 
retired from the same honor in debt, 
and that Campbell left it just a little 
worse off than R bankrupt. The gov- 
ernorship was Foster's stepping stone 
to financial ruin, McKinley's 
failure 


came during his term as governor, and 
Bushnell was about the only man who 
had the wherewithal to stand the 
drain on his purse."

The greatest pest is the San 
Jose scale; others are peach yellows, 
black rot and crown gall. Every nur- 
seryman or any person who is engaged 
in growing trees, shrubs, plants or 
vines of any kind for sale,, is required 
to have his stock and premises in- 
spected before he can place any -of the 
former on the market. Inspections are 
secured by application, which must be 
iir the hands of the chief nursery and 
orchard inspector on or before July-1, 
and are made at the expense of the 
state.

If an order of the state railway com- 


mission can be enforced every passen- 
ger on an interurban electric railway 
hereafter will be sure of a seat. Be- 
cause of complaints against the Co- 
lumbus, Delaware & Marion line and 
the Northern Ohio Traction company's 
line between Kent and Cuyahoga 
Falls, the commission ordered that in 
the operation of 'interurban traction 
cars'seats must be 'furnished for every 
passenger. Risk 'of life and limb are 
greatly increased by such a policy, 
says the commission, hygienic condi- 
tions made worse and infectious dis- 
eases spread. Elderly people, delicate 
women and children are tortured by 
such methods and in addition to other 
evils the crowding of cars is a hin- 
drance to motormen and- conductors 
in the discharge of their duties.

Aikin law went into effect, July 10, 
1906, the number of saloons fell off 
from 13,009 to 9,628 at the January 
collection.

However, it is 
not likely that the reductions will cut 
the saloons down to half the number 
that existed before, so that there will 
still be a bis increase in the amount 
of saloon taxes collected under the 
Aikin law.

Maken, a prominent politician of Ohio, 
died suddenly at a sanitorium while 
conversing with his wife. He came 
here a week ago suffering from brights 
disease. He was 61 years old and had 
served in the Ohio state senate, the 
lower branch of the state legislature, 
and an unexpired term as United 
States senator. His remains

taken to Hamilton, O., for burial.

He tui ned on the officer 
with a revolver in his hand, but when 
the detectives rushed at him droppet 
the revolver and submitted to bein; 
handcuffed, «aying "The jig is up. 
When asked where the money was 
he said part of it was in the suit cas 
and the rest in a drawer of the chif 
fonier. 
Mrs. Caiter and her negro 


maid, Mary Duncan, were also ar 
rested. 


Mrs. Carter was closely questionec 


as to her acquaintance with Runyan 
She said that she first met him on the 
street. Finally, she said, he agreed to 
furnish a fiat for her and give her $50 
a week. The flat was secured and she 
moved in two weeks ago. After that 
she said, she saw little of Runyan un 
til Saturday. 


Runyan said at the station that he 


had been in the flat since Saturday 
laughing at the efforts of the police to 
locate him. He said he had shaved 
off his mustache and was letting his 
beard grow as a disguise. When quea 
tioned by the police about the where 
abouts of the balance of the money 
missing from the bank—the sum lost 
was said to be more than $96,000—he 
stated that he had been speculating 
and had lost heavily, and intimatec 
that Mrs. Carter might know some- 
thing about any money that was miss- 
ing.

Moyer, the Accused President of the 


Miners' Union, Will Testify Monday, 
to Be Followed By Haywood, the 
Defendant — End of the Famous 
Trial Now In Sight. 


Boise, Ida., July 6.—Five witnesses 


were called to the stand at the tria: 
of William D. Haywood and added 
support to those who nave pre- 
ceded them. They were called 
to 


testify concerning conditions existing 
in Colorado during the disturbances at 
Cripple Creek, and to show that there 
was no reason to call out the militia. 
Orchard was further discredited by 
Owen Barnes, a miner who lived near 
the Iudcp«ndence mine, and who Or- 
chard said assisted him in the manu- 
facture fof bombs. Barnes said he 
knew Orchard, Adams, Easterly and 
others, but flatly denied that he ever 
planned or discussed any criminal ex- 
pedition with Orchard. 


J. Wolff, who swore that he was 


financial clerk for George Pettibone 
for many years, and closed up Petti- 
bone's business after he was arrested, 
also proved a strong witness. In his 
statement on the stand Orchard swore 
that when he was in San Francisco on 
the Bradley killing expedition he sent 
to Pettibone for money, which he re- 
ceived in a registered letter containing 
five $20 bills. He said the letter was 
signed "J. Wolff," and the state inti- 
mated that was a name under which 
Pettibone passed. The witness swore 
that he had sent Orchard no money, 
hut that he had sent a registered let- 
ter to Orchard as "Jack Dempsey," ad- 
dressed to him in San Francisco. This 
letter Wolff swore contained a Ma- 
sonic charm and a union card which 
Orchard had left with Pettibone, and 
for which, it has been testified, he 
wrote after his arrival in San Fran- 
cisco. 


The attorneys for William Haywood 


announced that with the exception of 
three or four witnesses, their case in 
direct is before the jury. Charles H. 
Moyer, the accused president of the 
Western Federation of Miners, will be 
called Monday. He will be followed 
by William D. Haywood, the defend- 
ant. Judgs Fremont Wood has asked 
counsel on both sides to submit their 
requests for instructions to the jury. 
He has notified counsel that he will 
agree with counsel as to what instruc- 
tions shall be in order that the argu- 
ments may be limited to what the 
Jury will be allowed to consider as 
evidence. In adjourning court until 
Monday, Judge Wood said that he 
hoped the interval would be utilized 
by counsel in preparations that would 
prevent further delay. 


It Is now expected that the rebuttal 


evidence in behalf of the state will 
commence Wednesday, possibly Tues- 
day, much depending on the cross-ex- 
amination of Moyer and Haywood. 


Some uneasiness on the part of the 


jurymen, as a result of their long 
confinement, has developed. Just be- 
fore the adjournment of court, Juror 
S. F. Russell, who occupies the twelfth, 
chair, turned to the bench and asked 
if the jury would be allowed to ex- 
ercise during the two days' adjourn- 
ment. The request was granted.

When these have 
been extracted by chemists they are 
called drugs. 


Lots of people have a sort of dread 


of the very name of "drugs." 
They 


boast that they never would let any one 
jam drugs down their throats. 
Well, 


all I can say is that it is just as danger- 
ous to have" a craze against drugs as to 
have a craze for taking drugs all the 
time.

The right and sensible way of living 


is to take the proper remedy at the 
right time. And the right time is when 
the complaint first comes. 
By acting 


properlv you achieve two 
important 


things •' You attack the trouble before it 
has taken hold of the system, and for 
that very reason you can do with tne 
L-ast possible amount of drugs. 


So we may well lay down these three 


rules for good health:

Keep- them on hand that they may be 


used at the right time.

If there is anything that is at all seri- 


ous, qo for the doctor. Never forget 
that the good, conscientious doctor is a 
friend in need cf incalculable value. 


P- * k\hcre the trouble if simply one 


of those'little even day ills, what then? 
T?ke headache, for example. Our wom- 
on folk, especially, are martyrs to it, 
not so much as they used to be, but 
still altogether too much. 
It is one 


of our most prevalent discomforts and 
even torments. The queer thing about 
it is that so many people who are other- 
wise quite well and rugged, have it at 
more or less regular intervals. 
What 


causes it? 


Last year I got some light on this 


question from a great, huge, healthy 
Canadian trapper who guided me three 
hundred miles into the wilderness of up- 
per Canada. 
He lived simply and was 


fine to look upon. But he was overcome

Headaches. are caused sometimes by too 
much blood being pumped into the brain 
and sometimes because there is not 
enough. It may be due to a little stom- 
ach disorder or to a mere temporary in- 
equality in circulation. 
To-day I am 


sure I got it from eating too hastily. 
But I have had it come, tOD, from mere 
over-exertion, such as once when I port- 
ed 500 pounds of duffle and a big canoe 
single-handed over a rocky ridge to 
get around a waterfall. 
You can't al- 


ways guard against these things. 
I'm 


perfectly sound and healthy, but I don't 
depend on my healt- alone- 
I always 


carry a few small Bottles with simple 
remedies put up in tablets or pills. A 
little mix,ture of such good standard 
drugs as bicarbonate of soda .. nd bro- 
mide of camphor, with just the least bit 
of acetanilid ana caffeine, will do won- 
ders for headache if taken on the spot. 
And it will help a fellow through face- 
ache and neuralgia and things like that, 
and even insomnia; because all these 
troubles are due at times to nothing 
worse than a slight disturbance of the 
proper balance of blood in the brai-i. If 
you leave the trouble alone, it will gen- 
erally go away of itself af.er the proper 
circulation of blood to the head and 
face has been restored. 
But do you 


know that this often takes hours and 
sometimes days? 
I don't see the use 


of suffering that long when there are 
remedies practically furnished by nature 
herself, that will help one safely and 
promptly. That's why I, big and) healthy 
as I am, never go into the wilderness 
without simple remedies."

The Double Chin Danger 


and How to Avoid It

IHE double chin should be viewed 


by the American 
woman as a 


danger signal. 
Directly a crease 


v shows under the chin, or the neck bags 


over the collar, its victim should begin 
to study reduction methods. A sagging, 
double 
chin generally precedes other 


forms of obesity, and presages big hips, 
bulging upper arms and a too ponderous 
abdomen.

larger measure, it becomes a Deformity 
"to be removed only through rigid self- 
denial. 


First, as to local treatment for the 


double chin. 
Learn to hold your head 


correctly. 
Often a sagging cliin comes 


from the habit of permitting the lower 
part of the face, the ohin and the jaw, 
to sink upon the chest. The head should 
be held high, with 'the chin raised and 
thrust forward. Take an*' of the famous 
Gibson girls as your model and exag- 
gerate the pqse when you are alone. 
Then night and morning for at least ten 
minutes, practice the following exerci- 
ses: 


Stand erect, with the chest high, the 


abdomen in, heels together and arms 
hanging loosely at the sides. 
Inhale 


through the nose, and slowly fling back 
the head as far as you can, until you feel 
that the muscles of the neck are stret- 
ched taut and you have a drawn sensa- 
tion in the front of the neck. 
Then 


slowly bring the head forward, until it is 
erect, never hanging forward, however. 
Exhale and rest a second; then repeat 
the exercise at least eight or nine times. 
Then, still inhaling through the nose, 
never through the open mouth,'-turn the 
head slowly to the right as far as you 
can, until you have the same stretched 
feeling in the muscles. 
Do this four 


times, then twist or turn it four times to 
the left, then alternately to left and 
right four times. This exercise is not 
a dropping of the head from side to side, 
but a drawing or stretching sidewisc. 
.These simple exercises practiced faith- 
fully will bring the reward- in a mild 
case of double chin within three months. 
They are also good for a scrawny neck. 


Now as to diet. 
Bear in mind that 


it is useles to take patented articles for 
reducing obesity if you continue to eat 
those things which produce flesh; also 
that the excessive use of purgatives for 
reduction 
purposes 
will 
weaken 
the 


heart action. 


Fluids are full}' as dangerous for the 


chances of reduction at, certain solid 
foods. 
The stout woman should for- 


swear cold water, and drink as much hot ' 
water, with lemon juice added as she 
cares to take. 
No liquid should be 


drunk at table with meals, save black 
coffee in moderation when it is needed 
as a coffee in moderation when it is 
needed as a stimulant. 
Beer, all sweet 


wines, porter, ale and other alcoholics, 
aid^digestion and store up fat. and there- 


fore should be avoided.

ists on obesity substitute hot tea for the 
hot water and lemon,, between meal-.

Tasty Souffles for Hot Days 


Omelet Souffle.—Pound up 
coarsely 


six lumps of loaf sugar and pour over 
them a teaspoonful of vanilla essence. 
Spread the sugar on- a sheet of paper 
and leave it in a warm corner of the 
kitchen to dry. Bake 
six 
blanched 


sweet almond meats until they are quite 
crisp and of a deep golden color. Then 
pound them, but not too finely, and mix 
with

Vanilla sugar. 
Divide the 


yolks from the whites of four new laid 
eggs, and put the latfer'into a basin with 
two additional whites. 
Stir into the 


basin containing the four yolks, three 
tablespoonfuls J)f finely powdered sugar 
and beat theftnixture with a wooden 
spoon for ten minutes'. Add gradually 
the grated rindi of a small lemon. 
Now 


put a pinch of salt with the whites of 
the six eggs, whisk to a very stiff froth 
and stir lightly into the yolks. Butter a 
souffle or other mold, pour the mixture 
into it and bake immediately in a quick 
oven. Ten minutes should be sufficient 
to cook the souffle, anl just before it is 
served the vanilla sugar and' almonds 
should be scattered over the top. 


Spinach Souffle.—Cook four 
pounds 


of spinach in the usual wa^, and after 
draining all the moisture from it, pass 
through a wire sieve. 
Take a table- 


spoonful of any cooked turnip, carrot 


or onion which mav be in the cooler, 
and pass through a sieve. Add them to 
the spinach with two tablespoonfuls of 
thick white sauce and two ounces of 
warm butter. Season the mixture with 
salt, sugar, pepper and grated nutmeg. 
Add the yolks, of two raw eggs and then, 
the whites of three eggs which have' 
been whisked to a very 
stiff 
froth. 


Pour at once into a well buttered pud- 
ding dish, smooth the top and after 
pouring a little warm batter over it, 
scatter some breadcrumbs lightly over 
the surface and bake at once in a quick 
oven for about twenty minutes. 


Iced Cheese and Tomato Souffle.— 


Mix half a pint of aspic jelly which is 
cold but not set with four ounces of 
grated cheese and two tablespoonfuls of 
sieved tomato thickened with flour and 
milk. 
Season with celery salt, cayenne 


and a dust of curry powder and stir 
in half a pint of whipped cream. Beat 
the mixture for a few minutes, pour into 
a china dish and place on ice long 
e'nough for the souffle/' to become very 
cold. Just before it is served, cover the 
top of each with strips of red pepper 
arranged to form a lattice-work pattern, 
and in the spaces between place altern- 
ately a little powdered parslev and 
grated cheese.
